SUNDAY AND ‘THE CENTENNIAL. 


The question of opening the ‘exhibi- 
tion on Sunday has reached a final and 


decisive settlement. After weeks of} 


bullying and bushwhacking from Phil- 
adelphians the commission decided to 
retain the door-closing ordinance by a 
vote 0} 30 to 9. 
territories voted to open the buildings 
on Sunday—or less than when the | 
question was last tested. The cause of 
the openers is losing ground, anda 
month hence at this rate would not be 
apt to have more strength than the 
votes of the 3 territories, in which so- 
ciety can scarcel7 be said to exist. 

We congratulate the commission and 
the people upon this. result. There 
was much more in the question than 
appeared on the surface; much 
more than was invalved 
in the mere convenience of the 


working men and working women 


within one hundred miles of the build- 
ings, or in the inconvenience that the 
success of the movement would haye 
brought to the seven thousand work- 
men employed on the grounds. Much 
more. The movement was really an 
attack on the Sunday of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. Such a national sanction 
would have led in a short time to a rad- 
ical change in our public ovservance of 
the first day ef the week. It was a 
grand forward movement against the 
hitherto impregnable Anglo‘SSaxon po- 
sition on this subject. 

For years there has been progressing 
in this country a crusade against the 
American way of observing the Sab- 
bath. This crusade has been chiefly 
waged bye. natives of other 
lands who have become 
very numerous in some sections of the 
country —so numerous that their 
strength has compelled in certain locali- 
ties material modifications of Sunday 
customs. Practically, it is the German 
against the Anglo-Saxon. The one 
wants the continental Sunday; the oth- 
er the insular Sunday of his forefathers, 
for Sunday is as strictly observed in 
Old England as in New England, in 
Scotia as in Dixie. The contest will go 
on, resulting probably in a compromise, 
4s most of such contests do; but it is 
well to keep in mind that all move- 
inents like the Philadelphia one are 
parts of a general campaign. Orthodoxy 
won in the call of states. 

Sunday as we keep it and as our 
fathers kept it time out ot mind is pe- 
culiar to English-speaking peoples. We 
make it a day of rest. We decree that 
business and public amusements shall 
cease. No man need work for the en- 
jeyment of others on that day. We 
hamper in no other way a man’s liber- 
ty by law; but our unwritten’ code in- 
vites a man to attend public worship 
and to deport himself in a decorous 
manner. The enforced rest makes it a 
day, even to the unthinking young 
man and the giddy girl, of comparative 
quiet and reflection. Not so in conti- 
nental countries. How much of the 
unparallelled achievements of our race 
are due to the strength and calm judg- 
ment that spring from rest on the first 
day of the week, we shall not 
stop to investigate. Each man’s expe- 
rience will speak on that point. From 
a cold business point of view we do not 
belieye that any change is desirable. 
and we are sure that few men, and 
fewer women, will say to their own con- 
sciences that we should nut devote a 
few hours of one day in the seven to 
the public worship of the Giver of all 
Good. 8

THE FAILURES OF 1876. 


We are indebted to the courtesy of 
Mr. Isaac R. Harby, manager of the 
m e antiile agency of Mesers. R. G 
Du. & Co., for their latest cireular on 
the business of the country during the 
first haf of the current year. The 
figures show an alarming increase of 
failures: 

1875.—First quarter — No. 1,981; 
amount $43,000,000; second quarter 
No. 1,581; amount, $33,000,000; . six 
months—No. 3,563; amount, $76,000,- 
000. 

1876.—First quarter— No. 2,806; 
amount, $64,000,000; second quarter— 
No. 1,791; amount, $43,000,000; six 
months—No, 4,600; amount, $107,000,- 
000. 

But they also show that there was 
a marked decrease in the sec- 
ond quarter, particularly in lia- 
bilities. There was an improve- 
ment of over forty per cent., and 
the liabilities of the last quarter were 
$8,000,000 less than the average liabili- 
ties of each quarter in the past eigh- 
teen months. This induces the agency 
to believe that we have seen the worst 
effects of the present -depression. 
It bases its belief in parton the fact that 
calises have been almost completely 
reversed. There is no more reckless 
over-trading, no more enormous over- 
production, and not s much extrava- 
gance and reckless liberality in public 
or private affairs, There is a chance 
to revive business on a sound basis. 
But the return of business to its wont- 
ed channels will be slow and gradual. 
The prospects of large crops in all sec- 
tions are good, and this alone will ma- 
terially aid in bringing about a more 
hopefal condition. 

In the list of failures the large cities 
of the middle and eastern stutes still 
hold the first places, New York and 
Massachusetts supplying nearly one- 
half of the aggregate liabilities. of the 
past six months. Georgia had 68 
failures with $2,080,276 of liabilities in 
the first quarter, and 45 failures with 
liabilities amouting to $697,315 in the 
last quarter—total. 113, with liabilities, 
of $2,747,561. The number of failures in 
Alabama, was 38, with liabilities of 
$480,929; in Tennessee, 119 with liabil- 
ities of $1,670,965; in South Carolina/70 
with liabilities of 51,258,975. The rec- 
ord of Georgia, especially that of the 
first quarter, is not an enviable. one, 
but it is some consolation, to know that 
the past six months only produced one 
more failure than did the first’ six 
months of 1875, and that the amount of 
liabilities was lessened nearly 4 mien!
